The provincial and civil oHeial* of 


these designated districts will con- 
tinue their functions, but are now un- 
der the authority of General Chaffce 
instead of that of Governor Tan. as 
heretofore. General Crafle* has the 
power arbitrarily to remove from of- 
fice any or all provincial and civil ott- 
eers and to abrogate any section (if 
the laws promulgated in those three 
provinces.

News that the Wellsville plant of the 
American Sheet Steel company was 
in shape to ran in full and that men 
would be imported from Vandegnft, 
Pa., and other points to work the 
miils. caused President ShaSer of the 
Amalgamated Association to rush 
there from Pittsburg to give courage 
to the striking mill men.
